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Dear Sir: 

In paragraph 3 of the Examiner's Amendment that accompanied the Notice of 
Allowability, it is stated that the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an analyzer that 
determines axial position of the end of the conduit, and it is further stated that the prior 
art fails to teach or fairly suggest a source configured to apply mechanical energy to the 
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fitting body. Both statements are correct. Applicants further make of record that these 
statements relate to claim elements that are not taught or suggested in the art of record, 
and are not necessarily the only claim elements that are not taught or suggested in the 
art of record. Therefore, the claims meet the novelty and non-obviousness criteria 
under 35 USC §102 and §103, and the Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 (1966) . 
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
